Members of the legislature vvho 


have been in continual 
conflict 


•with Governor Bryan since ths 
legislature comened in January 
took a parting shot at the chief 
executive Saturday afternoon and 
succeeded in over-riding the gover- 
nor's veto of S F 33. truck regula- 
tion and license fee bill 


The senate swept the bill over ihe 


governor's veto by a decisive mar- 
gin, 24 -voting foj. the bill and only 
six voting to sustain the governor 
Proponents of the measure had a 
hard time getting their three-fifths 
vote in the house, with more than 
fifteen members already on then 
•way home or absent about the halls 
of the capitol. 
It was carried over the gover- 


nor's veto in the house by the bare 
60 votes necessary to over-ride th3 
executive veto. The passage of the 
bill over the veto with 60 votes in 
the house came only after a call 
of the house which lasted nearly 
half an hour while officials sought 
to round up missing members

FIREMEN OPPOSE 


CONSOLIDATION 


Want Office of State 


Fire Marshal as 


Separate Unit. 
(Special to The Star.) 


ALLIANCE. Neb, May 2—Pro- 


posed consolidation of the offices of 
the state fire marshal with the of- 
fice of the state sheriff, which is 
asked by Governor Charles W. 
Bryan, drew fire from "P. E. Romig, 
of Alliance Neb, president of the 
Nebraska Volunteer Firemen's as- 
sociation. Mr. Romig has written 
to the governor stating the disap- 
proval of the firemen of the pro- 
posed merger. Mr. Bomig is a well 
known attorney of Alliance. 
Mr. Romig states that the con- 
solidation of the two ofuces would 
be a, detriment and hindrance to the 
volunteer firemen of the state, who 
depend to a large extent upon the 
office of the state fire marshal. He 
calls attention to the fact that the 
fire marshal's office is maintained 
not by the state but by a tax paid 
by the insurance!, companies doing 
business in Nebraska who have paid 
over $38,000 for the maintenance of 
the office during the past year. The 
fire association contends that it 
would be unjust to use these funds 
for any other purpose than for fire 
inspection and fire prevention. 
The association has a member- 
ship of 2,000. 
"The state is not 
liable in any manner for the main- 
tenance of the office of state fire 
marshal,'* says Attorney Romig, 
"while on the other hand the of- 
fice of the state sheriff is sup- 
ported" By funds appropnated to the 
low enforcement bureau."

Included in the veto message was 
a veiled attack, on the repeal of 
the guaranty fund law. "The repeal 
of legislation in Nebraska" the.gov- 
ernor wrote the senate, "that was 
intended to maintain the confidence 
of the depositors in the security of 
the bank? has caused the with- 
drawal in the past two years, of 
practically one-half of the deposits 
in state banks in this state. More 
than one hundred banks have been 
closed in Nebraska in the last two 
years as the result of loss of confi- 
dence on the part of the deposi- 
tors. On account of the action of 
the banks in resisting the laws of 
the state intended to protect depos- 
itors these withdrawals are continu- 
ing and have resulted in the with- 
drawal from state banks of approx- 
imately five million dollars the past 
thre months." 


Fears Burden On Taxpayers. 
In vetoing S. F, 106, the other 
banking measure, Governor Bryan 
charged that the effect of the bill 
would be to reduce the part that 
the banks pay for their examina- 
tion and impose this burden upon 
the taxpayers. He also charged that 
the bill would give additional spe- 
cific duties to the bank commis- 
sioner, thus tending to set up an-

Member of Famous Group. 


'George Fischer Baker, dean of 
American bankers and one of the 
richest men in the world, was the 
ast of the great financial powers 
who figured m the pioneer building 
of American business. 


Baker, who was 91 years old. be- 


onged to that famous group of 
financial giants and Included the 
elder J. Pierporit Morgan, James J. 
Hill, James Stlllman and E. H. 
Harriman, all of whom are now 
dead. 


Baker's power lay primarily in 


his control of the 
great First 
National bank: He figured promi- 
nently in the building up of the 
national banking system of the 
country and through the great fi- 
nancial power he gradually ac- 
quired he helped to build up the 
country's great railroads and com- 
munications systems. 


Baker will long be remembered 


on Wall street as the man who 
passed unperturbed through the fi- 
nancial panics which rocked the 
country during the latter part of 
the nineteenth 
century and the 


early part of the twentieth century. 
During the recent depression of 
1929 he was regarded as a verit- 
able fortress of stability and with 
the younger Morgan was said to 
have helped avoid- a real finan- 
cial panic in the country. 


'Always a Bull. 


He 
was 
always -a 
bull 
on 
American business. Legend has it 
that he never sold stock once he 
had bought it. 


Baker was born in Troy, N. Y., 


March, 27, 1840. He was the son of 
George E. Baker, Washington cor- 
respondent for Horace 
Greeley's 


New York Tribune. The elder Baker 
had moved to Troy from Dedham, 
Mass., where his British ancestors 
had settled in 1635. 


When young George was 8 the 


family moved to Brooklyn.

The mayor and the four commis- 


sioners decide among themselves 
what offices the commissioners will 
hold. The mayor becomes head of 
the department of public affairs, 
and the four commisioncrs become 
the superintendents of the public 
safety, finance, water and light, and 
street departments. The boundaries 
of each of these offices are also 
determined by the council ao a 
whole, varying somewhat from ad- 
ministration to administration.

If 
the representatives of the people are 
allowed to consider the appropria- 
tion bill at the special session 
without outside influence, a budget 
consistent with the real need and 
requirements of our great state is 
bound to pass " 
Although he had little to say, 


there was perhaps no one more dis- 
appointed in the failure of the 
legislature to reach an agreement 
over appropriations than Senator 
Perry Heed of Henderson, veteran 
member or tiie senate finance com- 
mittee.Regrets Disagreement. 


With years of experience behind 


him, he, perhaps more than any- 
other man connected with the ap- 
propriation fight, knew the real, 
suffering that a crippled budget 
would mean to the state. At the 
same time, there is probably no one 
in the leigslature who more keenly 
criticizes waste expenditures or x- 
cessive requests for appropriations.

In New York. 
Miss Ada Barker, executive secre- 
tary of the Lincoln Social Welfare 
society, has been chosen a member 
of a four-week conference on fami- 
ly social work beginning May 4 in 
New York. She is one of twenty- 
five members of her 
profession 


chosen from over the entire United 
States and Canada to attend the 
conference for which she left Lin- 
coln early this week-end. This con- 
ference is being held under the aus- 
pices o fthe Family Welfare asso- 
ciation of America, a federation of 
240 family welfare agencies repre- 
senting the principle cities of the 
United States and Canada, and of 
which the Lincoln Social Welfare 
Society is a member. 
This conference, known as the 
family tocial work institute, will be 
under the direction of Miss Betsey 
Libbey of the Family Society of 
Philadelphia and attendance will 
be limited to twenty-five repre- 
sentatives of the family welfare 
agencies included in the national 
organization's membership. 
Ways in which public "and private 


family welfare agencies are adjust- 
ing themselves to meet the present 
unemployment situation; possible 
future develonments in the whole 
field of relief: the effects of long- 
time unemployment on the stability 
of the family; and methods of dis- 
covering and building upon the 
strengths in family life, are among 
the subjects to be discussed. 


The institute will also consider 


how the individual family welfare 
agency may best interpret family 
social work to its community. Re- 
ports made tothe family welfare 
association of 
America 
indicate 
that the public understanding of so- 
cial work has considerably improved 
during the past winter, but that vi- 
tal misconceptions are prevalent in 
many instances, according to Mrs. 
Potts. Lincoln social welfare society 
caseworker.

During , April $395,000 in bonds 


were issued and registered by the 
bond issuing sub-divisions of the 
state of Nebraska, according to a 
report to George W. Marsh, state 
auditor, by Ralph C. Lawrence, state 
bond examiner.

month of $171,000. 


A total of $196,294 in bonds were 


reported paid and cancelled off rec- 
ord in the auditor's office which 
shows a total of $25,294 more bonds 
paid during the month than were 
issued. 


McCook leads the list in the pay- 


ment of bonds with 344,000 paid 
Included in this was the final pay- 
ment of a $20,000 issue of water 
extension bonds issued April 1, 1921.

Years ago open porches were 


considered to be quite esssnual to 
a home and the well-appointed 
house was always constructed with 
roomy 
porches.

however, the open porch seems to 
be on the wane, its place being 
taken by the sun room or sun par- 
lor, as it is variously called.

When all seemingly was peaceful in^the Nebraska State 


baseball circuit and the six clubs of the Bob Russell loop were 
concentrating on getting ready for the training season and.

May 19, turmoil broke loose Saturday in an unexpected spot. 
The commotion was provoked by a playing schedule, drafted 
by a special committee of club moguls and handed out to the 
league as a whole without the formality of a vote to give it 
official confirmation and recognition. 


Loaded With Dynamite. 


President Bob Robinson of the 


iCincoln club did'not receive his copy 
of the schedule draft until Friday 
of last week. Confessedly a novice 
in such affairs, he gave it little con- 
sideration Hntil his manager, Leslie 
Nunamaker, showed up at local 
headquarters, gave -the schedule a 
close scrutiny 
and immediately 


warned his club boss that the darn 
thing was loaded with-d;ynamite, so 
far as the Links were concerned 
and other clubs, too, for that mat- 
ter, and sitrlply could not make the 
grade for Nebraska league purposes. 


Prexy Bob got on the phone in 


great haste and informed the chief 
executive of the league that he posi- 
tively would not even start a pen- 
nant race with his club unless the 
schedule was revised. 
Publicity Release Cancelled. 


Copies of the schedule had been 


sent to the Nebraska newspapers, 
for publication Sunday, but Presi- 
dent Robinson evidently Aade his 
complaint stick, as a message came 
from the league president's office 
Saturday announcing that the pub- 
licity release had been cancelled so 
that the revision,the head of the 
Links had demanded might be ar- 
ranged. 


As a matter of fact, the schedule 


which President Robinson repudi- 
ated was a queer conglomeration. 
Undoubtedly its numerous mistakes 
were due to inexperience, rather 
than itention. but the bobbles 
were so many that the league as a 
whole will owe the boss of the Links 
a vote of thanks—provided and if 
the said mistakes are ironed out in 
an intelligent revision. 


Citing: the Bobbles. . 
Just a few of the schedule blun- 


ders should be cited. For instance, 
the Links were dated for three Sun- 
day series in York, yet not once dur- 
ing the season were the Dukes"

sensational star, acting as anchor man, ripped off the 120- 
yard high hurdles in the astounding time of 13.9, clipping 
four-tenths of a second off a mark he had shattered less 
than two hours before in an individual event.

Topped Thomson's Mark. 


Keller's time broke the world's 


record of 14.4, estavlished by E. J. 
Thomson of Dartmouth in 1920. by 
a full "tenth of "a second. Thom- 
son's time was 14 4-10 seconds. 


Keller set his second record while 


running with the Ohio State mu- 
versity team in the shuttle hurdle 
relay finals. 


Acting as anchor man, he over- 


came a big lead held by Michigan 
State and finished the race to give 
his team a new world's record for 
the event with a total time of one 
minute, one and six-tenths seconds. 


Keller ran off the 120-yard high 


hurdles in the individual meet just 
a short time previously in 14.3 sec- 
onds, a tenth of a second better 
than a record set by Thomson of 
Dartmouth in 1920.

The three members of the Ohio 


State team all trailed the Michigan.

In his good days, Jeffries could 
take the hardest punch anyone 
could hit, and it wouldn't shake 
him. Bob Fitzsimmons, after their 
second fight, said that no man that 
ever lived could knock .Jeffries out. 


It may be just as hard to finish 
Camera. At the same time, Camera 
is no Jeffries. Big Jeff knew how 
to box and how to protect himself. 
He had a tremendous lot of speed 
for a big fellow, and he could punch 
harder than 
fought. 
any man he ever 


Camera hasn't much speed and 
he can't hit. His two fights with lit- 
tle Jim Maloney proved that he has 
no punch in proportion to his size. 
If he had hs would have knocked 
Maloney out in a hurry. He hit Ma- 
loney over 200 times in the first 
fight and never had him on the 
floor. Imagine Jeffries doing that! 
Can Sharkey Go Long Route? 
So the Carnera-Sharkey problem 
is: How long Sharkey can pound 
the big fellow without getting too 


punch in the fourth round with 
Schmeling, who was just tough and 
wiry and persistent in taking it and 
coming back for more, and who 
socked once in a while himself.

Other 
fighters have taken the fight away 
from him after he has started to 
make a wonderful showing. 
Camera was a wrestler with a 


circus in Europe in his early days, 
and he did a lot of grappling 
around. That is one reason for his 
slow progress in the ring, in spite 
of his huge size and his strength. 
He has developed the muscles of a 
wrestler and is a strong man. His 
flexor muscles are not the muscles 
that drive out a punch. 


Now that Gawge Godfrey has 
given up fighting and begun to make 
money wrestling, Camera might try 
that game, if he flops with Sharkey. 
His bulk wojild make a pretty pic- 
ture on the wrestlingwnat and he'd 
be the toughest guy in the world to 
heave over. 


Possible Complications. 


If Sharkey knocks'Camera out in 
June, it will start a lot of compli- 
cations. First, the New York boxing 
commissioners will probably pro- 
claim Sharkey "champion of the 
world," and that will go in New 
York state, which officially 
de- 
throned Schmeling by proclamation 
some months ago. 


If it is a good hot fight, no mat-

OME one wants to know why it 
is that so many long putts 


finish short of the hole. This cer- 
tainly does seem to be a rather 
common failing among the average 
golfers. It can be caused, of course, 
by several different things, among 
which are inaccurate striking, faul- 
ty judgment of the speed of the 
green and plain timidity. 


The putts which stop a few feet 
short can very'often be laid to the 
fact that the "player has misjudged 
the speed of the putting surface, 
for it is quite possible to strike the 
ball truly and well, and still leave 
it short "of the hole. But I do not 
believe that this is the real xeason 
for the considerable proportion of 
long putts which go only a little 
more than half the desired dis- 
tance. 
My own experience has been that 
when I am consistently five or six 
feet short with the big putts, the 
fault is not in the stroke itself— 
that Is. in the length of the back- 
swing, or the power of the stroke— 
but rather in the application of the 
blade of the putter to the ball.

MEAN. to be blunt about it. 
that I usually am striking the 


ball a bit aboie the center—hal£- 
tcppinc it. in a word. For it is 
painfully easy to top a putt, the 
smallest of the golfing shots, where 
a cood Player very rarely commits 
this crime with any of the other 
strokes, 


Xow. the partially topped putt, 


where the ball 5s struck Just a 
rhade above the center, is due to 
one of two causes— hurrying the 
stroke or lifting the head too soon.

After winning from 
Sharkey on a foul last June, the 
German told the board he would 
give Jack a return bout in the fall, 
but Joe Jacobs, the champion's 
manager, changed his mind. Thor- 
oughly incensed at Joe's subter- 
fuges, 
the 
commission stripped 


Schmeling of his title in this state.

He is serving a 
22-year sentence for the slaying of 
his sweetheart, Mrs. Teresa Moers, 
and has been in San Quentin since 
June, 1925. Since his entrance into 
the prison he has been highly popu- 
lar among his fellow convicts, and is 
chief of the San Quentin fire de- 
partment.

The "Kid's" aplication is under- 


stood to bear thirty-seven names, 
many of them nationally and inter- 
nationally known. It includes four 
governors—Albert 
C. Ritchie 
of 


Maryland, John G. Pollard of Vir- 
ginia, Fred Green of Michigan, and 
George W. P. Hunt of Arizona. 


The man who successfully prose- 


cuted McCoy, Asa Keyes, who as 
district attorney in Los Angeles was 
convicted of bribery and conspiracy 
charges, has aided McCoy in his 
efforts for freedom, the prize-fighter 
said. McCoy will be eligible for a 
parole next June. 


Henry Ford His Ideal. 


McCoy is 57 years old. He says 
that if he is pardoned he hopes to 
go to work for Henry Ford, the 
automobile magnate. 
McCoy says 


he has received an offer to work 
for him. 


"Ford has been my ideal for 20 


years," McCoy said. "He has done 
so much for humanity and for him- 
self.

Excessive Fuel Consumption No 


Fault of Car. 


Automotive engineers have im- 


proved the engine to a great extent. 
They have found ways to eliminate 
knocking and the excessive accumu- 
lation of carbon in the cylinders 
They have produced a gasoline of 
higher volatility and power-produc- 
ing value, and they have Increased 
the power and life of the engine: 
but they have left it to the motorist 
himself to maintain an economical 
standard in, the operation of his 
car. For it Is the way the motorist 
drives that has a great deal to do 
with the engine's fuel consumption. 
When a car Is going its fastest, it 
is taking the utmost from its engine 
and it is eating up gas and oil when 
it does so. One of the most wasteful 
practices on the part of drivers is 
that of changing speed, spurting 
ahead with a great dash only to DC 
forced to apply the.brakes quick 
and hard. The most economical 
driving speed, it has been found, is 
still around 35 miles an hour. 


Relining Brakes Requires Expert.' 
It is false economy for motorists 


to attempt to reline their brakes 
because when the lining is improp- 
erly installed it scores the drum and 
new drums cost more than a com- 
plete relining job. It should be at- 
tempted, at best, only by those 
persons who have proper tools and 
equipment, plus the necessary skill 
and experience. Only a qualified 
mechanic should be permitted to do 
this job' as his well-equipped shop 
doing brake work has a drum lathe, 
a counter-sinking and riveting ma- 
chine, a shoe-grinding machine and 
a drum gauge, as well as jacks, tools, 
etc, A brake tester or equalization 
machine also helps make a good 
job. 
Without this equipment the 
mechanic's work becomes a mere 
guess. 


Importance of Instrument "Board. 
The light or lights on an instru- 


ment board should never be switched 
off while driving at night. Even 
though the lights may be blamed 
for causing a glare, it is up to oper- 
ators to get used to the'light. The 
instrument board is a bulletin board 
and the constantly changing reports 
it brings from various vital parts of

Much would be missed if 
we just took our eyes with us and 
left our ears at home. Neither is it 
safe to go -vrith a set. shut-up mind, 
believing that only such and such 
birds are going to be seen and 
others are never about here in such 
a place. 
If only boys arid girls would make 
up their minds that citv streets, 
yards and "vacant lots. >es, even 
school yards are full of interesting 
things, they would see many things 
that they never dream of as long 
as they are not on the lookout for 
them.

It may take 
a little look at you when you find 
it, but it is more apt to go about 
its own business' of picking up in- 
secs, grubs and spider eggs, pujling 
off bits of bar}- to find them or 
pecking a hole to get at them. 
If you want to know what it finds 
pull off a little of the loose bark 
of a tree. Spider eggs, mealy bugs 
and insects of different fcinds are 
there. These the birds are destroy- 
ing before they have a chance to 
awake in the so"™^ 
Nuthatches will come to a feeding 


shelf or to a piece of suet tied 
nightly to a tree. These are in vi- 
tations and you can 
have your 


trees cleaned free of insects free of 
charge ' when ones you have 
the 


birds with you. They will eat from 
your hand almost as readily as 
chickadees. A few bits of nut in 
your hand are V3ry attractive to 
hungry birds on a cold winter day. 
If your feeding-board on a window 
sill has brought the birds to you. 
you can put your hand under a 
slightly raised window at first.

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HISTORIC MISSOURI RIVER SITES VISITED 
INDIAN AND PIONEER DAYS RECALLED BY HISTORICAL SOCIETY CURATOR ON VISIT TO PLACES RICH IN TRADITION OF NEBRASKA LIFE 


The following story of a trip to 


historic sites along the Missouri 
river bf written by John Edward* 
of The Lincoln Star staff, lie 
and a friend, Meredith Nelson, 
made the journey in company 
With E. E. JJlackman, curator of 
the Nebraska State Historical 
society.

WO University of Ne- 
' braska students, accom- 


panied by E. E. Blackman, 
curator of the Nebraska State 
Historical society, spent two 
days of their spring vacation 
from the classroom recently 
in a pilgrimage to historic 
sites along the Missouri river. 
Armed with photographic 
equipment, and several maps, 
books and pamphlets, the two 


, students and Mr. Blackman 
left Lincoln early one morn- 
ing at 6:30 o'clock and re- 
turn^d late the next evening, 
completing an automobile trip 
of nearly 400 miles. Belle- 
vue, old Fort Atkinson and 
Blackbird hill were the ob- 
jects of primary interest, but 
they visited at least a dozen 
other points along the river 
that abound in memories and 
traditions of N e b r a s k a's 
earlier days. 


"I guess I'll have enough yarns 


to keep you fellows busy listen- 
ing," Mr. Blackman declared in ac- 
cepting their imitation to make 
the trip. "And although you have 
planned your itinerary carefully, I 
think I can show you a few things 
you might not otherwise see." Mr. 
Blackman' is thoroughly familiar 
with this .Missouri river country. 
Here he has made considerable 
archaeological and historical 
re- 


search. During the years between 
1900 and 1909 he tramped the coun- 
try on toot and traveled by horse 
and buggy many times. It was on 
one of these trips that he met Miss 
Margaret Woods of Fort Calhoun, 
who later became his wife. 


A steady downpour of rain faced 
the,, three when they left Lincoln, 
traveling eastward on highway No. 
11. Thirty-five miles east at Ne- 
hawka they had planned to visit 
the flint quarries, but the possi- 
bility of becoming mired in some 
muddy side road made it impract- 
ical to leave the gravel highway. 


Nehawka. Famed for Flint. 


Th« Nehawka Hint mines, ancient 


quarries of the American aborigines, 
are to Nebraska what the famous 
red pipestone quarries of Minneso- 
ta are to that state. From Nehawka 
the aborigines obtained chert no- 
dules of flint, valuable to them for 
making stone implements. Nehawka 
flint, distinguished by its grayish 
color and a peculiar fossil found in 
no other type of flint, has been 
traced by Mr Blackman as far east 
as Chicago, as far west as Denver, 
and north and south between Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis. After a 
group of noted American scientists 
identified the quarry pits in August, 
1901, as artificial excavations by 
the North American Indians, Mu 
Blackman determined that there 
were 293 separate pits in the vicin- 
ity of Nehawka, covering an area 
of more than fourteen acres. 
The rain ceased falling shortly 


after the party reached Bellevue, 
the oldest town in the state. At 
Bellevue one finds all the romance 
and color of early Nebraska. Nestled 
by the riverside just eight miles 
south of Omaha, away from the 
clamor and stir of city streets, this 
peaceful community bears -witness 
to a glorious past. Clusteredv about

II is related that Manuel Lisa. 


Spanish trader and founder of the 
old Nebraska, climbed the hills at 
Bellevue in 1810, and gazing over 
the broad sweep of forest, hill and 
river that met his eye. cried out in 
Reach. "Belle vue." Dr. A. E. Shel- 
don, superintendent of the state 
historical society, declares that 
there is no authentic foundation 
lor the story, for little is known of 
when the ffrst white man settled 
Jn Bellevue. Trading records do not 
teO of the town until 1823, he says. 


Old MMoB m. Landmark. 


One of the most historic build- 
ings in Bellevue-is the old Presby- 
terian mission, where Francis Burt 
took the oath of office as first gov- 
ernor of the Nebraska territory on 
October 16. 1854, and -where he diexi 
two days later. Burt -was a demo- 
crat and a native of South Caro- 
lina. He was a slender, handsome 
man. much given to a love, for 
books, and unaccustomed to the 
rigors of the -wilderness. The long 
journey -west by rail, stage, steam- 
boat and then overland by wacori 
from Nebraska City to Bellevue ] 
completely wore him out. and he 
arrived In Bellevue October 7 a 
very sick man. He -was taken to the 
Presbyterian mission by Father 
Hamilton and never again rose 
from his bed. It was expected that 
Bellevue -would be Nebraska's capi- 
tal, and. Hamilton had offered Burt 
the mission as a meeting place for 
the first legislature, but Oratha 
secured the capital after Burl's 
deaJh and blighted Bcllevue's po- 
litical hopes.

Joslyn to the city of Omaha. This 
monument to her husband, a pio- 
neer newspaperman of the west, 
will house valuable art collections 
when completed on a not far dis- 
tant day. The building is of Egypt- 
ian architecture and is built of the 
famous pjnk Georgia marble. In 
much of its design, and particular- 
ly in its sculptural treatment, it is 
reminiscent of the'^Nebraska capi- 
tol. Following an inspection of the 
memorial* the students and Mr. 
Blackman visited with James W. 
Gamble, who is supervising an in- 
terior tile construction job there 
for the R. Guastavmo company of 
New York. Mr Gamble supervised 
construction of most of the mosaic 
domes in the Nebraska capitoL 
The first stop north of Omaha 


was at Florence, where the Mor- 
mons in their migrations to the 
west spent the winter of 1846-47. A 
prominent point of interest in Flor- 
ence today is the First State bank 
one of the early wildcat banks of 
Nebraska.

Stop At Fort Atkinson. 
, 


Sixteen miles north of Omaha, on 


highway No. 5, is Fort Calhoun, 
which adjoins the site of old Fort 
Atkinson. This fort, the first "United 
States fort in Nebraska, was built 
in 1819 on the Council Bluff where 
Lewis and Clark held then- famous 
council with Jhe Nebraska Indians 
in 1804. Fort Atkinson was the 
•western-most army post in the 
country, and soon became a nucleus 
for laborers, traders, hunters, trap- 
pers and Indians, forming a town 
of nearly 1,000 inhabitants. The 
first school in Nebraska was taugljt 
in the fort When in 1827 it was 
abandoned the brick buildings were 
left 
standing, but Indian tribes 


burned them shortly afterwards. 
Six years later Maximilian, the 
German traveler, found the fort in 
ruins. In the 'fifties settlers moving 
to the plains found among the 
ruins a plentiful supply of brick. 
which they carried away and used 
ir the construction of their homes. 


The name of Fort Atkinson is al- 


most forgotten today. On the sum- 
mit of Council Bluff is now a farm- 
stead. and the Missouri river, which 
flowed by the bluff, is now three 
miles away. The plow has scattered 
most of the remaining ruins, yet 
were it possible to excavate the 
grounds, a wealth of -valuable his- 
torical material would be found 
The Omaha chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution 
erected a monument at Fort Atkin- 
son in 1927 on the one hundredth 
anniversary of the abandonment of 
the fort. A movement once was on 
foot to make the fort a state park, 
and there still is a small fund in a 
Fort Calhoun bank for that pur- 
pose but little has been accom- 
plished.Find Old Relic of Fort.

The second day of the journey 
dawned clear and" cold After pick- 
ing up Mr. Blackman. the party fust 
visited the farm of Hans Ander- 
son south of Blair to see some stone 
implements recently found there. 
"All of the hills in this country 
contain one or more Indian graves 
arrd numerous stone implements," 
Mr. Blackman said, "Most of the 
graves never will be found, for 
coyotes often have dug up the bones 
and carried them away. Most of

graves Mr. Biackman ever discov- 


ered, probably the burial place of 
some prominent Indian criei, was 
found in 1909 on the summit of 
Reservoir hill at Tekamah from 
where the town gets its water sup- 
ply. When the party visited the lull 
that morning, close inspection re- 
vealed some scattered bits of bones 
where the rain had washed down 
the ruts in the road leading to the 
hilltop. A little scratching 
and 


digging about the surface disclosed 
more of these bones. Among them 
was a human tooth. Mr Blackman 
declared that several other Indian 
graves doubtlessly'were in the hill 
and expressed a hope that the his- 
torical society some day would be 
able to make excavations there. 


Tekamah is the county seat of 


Burt countj, named after Gover- 
nor Francis Burt 
A seven-ton' northwest of Decatur. 


granite monument to Burt county 1 
pioneers has been erected in the 
courthouse yard, and as this article 
is nub'shed, it will have been un 
veiled and dedicated The county 
also is completing plans for a his- 
torical museum in the courthouse. 


Sixteen miles north of Tekamah 


in the northeast corner of Burt 
county is Decatur, another early 
river town, where an Indian trad- 
ing post was established m 1854. 
Leavmg the main highway at De- 
catur. the party motored northward, 
winding through the hills of Thurs- 
ton county. This countxv formerly 
was the'reservation of the Omaha 
and Winnebago Indians, and most 
of the land still is owned by them. 
The government maintains an In- 
dian agency at Macy, twehe miles 


Blackbird hill, several miles east 


of Macv. was the destination of the 
group, and shortly before noon they 
reached the summit of this great 
hill which rises several hundred feet 
above the Missouri river. It was 
here that Chief Blackbird of the 
Omaha Indians was buried, mounted 
on his horse, about 1800. 
Blackbird, or Wazhmga-sah-ba, is 


the first Nebraska Indian of whom 
the white man knows. He was the 
great chief of the Omahas, -nhose 
lands extended on both sides of the 
Missouri from Bow creek in Cedar 
county, where Hartington is situ- 
ated, to Papillion creek south of 
Omaha in Sarpy count}. When he 
died there were no \vhite settle- 
ments m Nebraska,, jet he left a 
fame so amazing that it endures to 
the present day. Blackbird was

jealous of his power, and to main- 
tain his authority, he learned a 
secret from a trader, the use of 
arsenic. He successfully secured a 
large quantity of the deadly poison. 
With this poison Blackbird wielded 
a mysterious power over the In- 
dians so strong that he became 
prophet as well as chief. Death 
awaited any Indian who dared op- 
pose him. But when the smallpox 
scourge swept the prairies, and 
numbered two-thirds of the Om- 
ahas among its -victims, death also 
made its call to Blackbird. 


Landmark of Nebraska Shore. 
As the great chief lay dying, he 


requested that he be buried on his 
favorite horse on top of the tall 
hill overlooking the Missouri river. 
Here the Indians had watched for 
the coming of the white traders. In 
accordance with his dying com- 
mands, the Omahas strapped him to 
the horse, facing him towards the 
southeast in order that his spirit 
might first see the boats of the 
white man as they toiled up the 
river. A great mound was formed 
by the dirt piled high about the 
horse and dead chief until they 
were buried from sight. The mound 
became a prominent landmark of 
the Nebraska shore. Lewis and 
Clark saw it in 1804, and all eaily 
writers mentioned it. 
In 1832 


George Catlin, painter of the west- 
ern Indians, on- Ms .way down the 
river climbed up the hill. While 
digging in a gopher hole a skull 
dropped out. He carried it to the 
Smithsonian museum at Washing- 
ton, D. C., where it is today, al- 
though its label was lost years 
ago, and it is not known which of 
three or four skulls is Blackbird's. 


Catlin. who painted a picture of 


Blackbird hiil. offers the follow ing 
descripton of the country about the 
hill, which Dr. A E. Sheldon quotes 
in his History and Stories of Ne- 
braska 
"There is no more beau- 


tiful prairie country in the world 
than that which is to be seen heie. 
In looking back from this bluff to- 
ward the west there is one of the 
most beautfiul scenes imaginable. 
The surface of the 
country is 


gracefullv and slightly undulating, 
like the swells of the ocean after 
a heavy storm, and everywheie 
covered with a 
beautiful 
green 


turf and with occasional patches 
and clusters of trees The soil in 
this region is also rich and capable 
of making one of the most beauti- 
ful and productive countries in the 
world. From this enchanting spot 
there is nothing to arrest the eye 
ranging over the waters of the Mis- 
souri for the distance of twenty or 
thirty miles, where it quietly glides 
between its barriers formed of 
thousands of green and gracefully 
sloping hills, with its rich alluvial 
meadows and woodlands—and its 
hundred 
islands 
covered 
with 
stately cottonwood."

On the sandstone cliffs of Black- 


bird hill are deeply cut Indian 
glyphs. 
A British flag also is 


carved there, which was covered 
with moss when found and photo- 
granhed by Dr. Sheldon in 1906. 
He explains that it possibly marks 
a council held between the British 
and the Omaha Indians over a cen- 
tury ago It is the only place in 
Nebraska where the British flag is 
found. 


The grave of Big Elk. chief of 


the Omahas following Blackbird, 
also is on Blackbird hill, and it is 
probable that other burials were 
made there. Close inspection oC 
the ground about Blackbird's grave. 
by one of the group resulted in th« 
discovery of several tiny beads. 


Among other historic points in 
the vicinitv of Blackbird hill is tha 
700-acre Lewis and Clark park, 
across the river at Decatur. It is 
the third largest state park in 
Iowa. Twenty-five miles north of 
the hill is Sioux City, south of 
which is the monument on Floyd's 
bluff to Sergeant Charles Floyd, 
onlv member of the Lewis and 
Clark party who died while the ex- 
pedition was en route to the Pa- 
cific. Near Homer, halfway between 
Blackbird hill and Sioux City, are 
some Indian elvphs which Mr. 
B'ackman discovered a number of 
years ago 
Visit Fontencllc's Grare. 


Blackbird Mil was the northern- 
most point of the pilgrimage, and 
the partx- next began the return 
trip to Lincoln. Plans were made 
to stop between Omaha and Belle- 
vue nt the prave of Logan Fon- 
tenclle. last chief of the Omahas. 
Fontcnelle. the son of a French 
father and Omaha Indian mother, 
was a siren* and handsome youth, 
and when one of the old chiefs 
died, lie became chief In hit place.

NEBRASKA STUDENTS SEEK SWIMMING POOL 
ACTIVITIES FEE PROPOSED AS METHOD OF FINANCING CONSTRUCTION-MANY NEARBY UNIVERSITIES ARE WELL EQUIPPED FOR SPORT

ITHIN recent weeks, 


the Daily Nebraskan, 


with the cooperation of the 
students, has been advocating 
a swimming pool for the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. . 


A tentative suggestion for 


its financing was the payment 
of an extra dollar at the time 
of registration fees. Although 
no definite plans have been 
made, a number of students 
expressed 
t h e i r interest 


through their willingness to 
pay the added sum and the 
proposal has been placed be- 
fore the university regents. 


The University of Wash- 


ington at Seattle recently 
sent out a questionnaire to 
167 colleges in different parts 
of the United States, query- 
ing them upon 
swimming 


facilities. Replies were re- 
ceived- from 141, or nearly 87 
per cent. 


It,; was found that 87 institutions 


have swimming instruction, and the 
remaining 54 replying do not. Eighty 
two schools have a swimming pool, 
and 20 use facilities off the campus 
for swimming instruction. 


In 60 of the colleges, swimming 
is a required physical education 
activity, in 77 it as a student elec- 
tive, in 83 it is an intramural sport, 
and 60 classifly it as a minor sport. 
Seventy-five of the queried colleges 
indulge in intercollegiate competi- 
tion. Among the schools answering 
the questionnaire, 46 have a pool for 
the men, 28 have one for the wom- 
en, and in 30, men and women make 
use of the same pool. 
The first pool recorded in , this 


survey was built in 1890, but the 
last ten years has been the decade 
of the most active construction. The 
cost of construction for a pool now 
ranges from $10,000 to $150,000, de- 
pending, naturally, upon the 
size 


and the facilities. It was found that 
the cast of a pool constructed m 
connection with a gymnasium var- 
ies from $20,000 to $70,000 and the 


Since swimming provides recreation, health, and reducing,*many state universities have built pools for their students. The attractive pool 


on the upper left is located at the Colorado Agricultural college, and is used by the women, and on the right is the men's tank at the same 
institution. The swimmers on the lower left are students at Iowa Sta te -college, and on the lower dight is the pool of the University of Iowa, 
located in the field house, and one of the finest tanks in any state institution. The University of Tflinnesota has a pool, hut as it has been 
found inadequate for inter-collegiate competition, a new one is be ing planned. The University of Kansas has a pool for gym classes and 
the swimming team in the basement of the gymnasium, erected in 1906. 


cost of a gym and a pool is between 
$250,000 and $1,200,000, again vary- 
ing with the facilities installed and 
the kind of building. 


The survey was divided between 
private and state institutions. Four- 
teen of the state institutions have 
swimming pools constructed by7 the 


state. In two of the schools, 
the 


student associations built the pools, 
three were constructed through, pri- 
vate endowments, and in a single 


case, the alumni built the pool. The 
state and the students joined in a 
swimming pool project at 
two 


schools, private endowments and the 


state built others, and in one case,, 
fhe state, student, and private en- 
dowments formed a trio for a swim- 
ming pool. 


Sixty-four of the pools are con- 


structed of tile, 13 of cement, and 
two of brick, with the size varying 
from 20 by 30 feet to 60 by 150 feet. 
Some of the schools arrange social 
swimming hours, which may be one 
to ten hours weekly, another has a 
social hour weekly for physical edu- 
cation majors, and a couple have 
social swimming hours during the 
summer session. When the colleges 
have no campus pool, they make use 
cf various pools in the city. Y. M. 
C. A., Y. W. C. A . athletic club, high 
school, municipal, boys' club pools 
are all used by the colleges, under 
certain definite arrangements. 


Several of the state institutions 


near Nebraska have their 
own 
swimming pools. If Nebraska deter- 
mines upon the construction of a 
swimming pool for its students, it 
will be but following^ the modern 
trend of many other colleges. 


Equal in size to the largest in- 


door tank in the United States, the 
University of Iowa swimming pool 
in the field house is 150 feet long by 
60 feet wide, and contains 
500,000 


gallons of water. It has 9,000 square 
feet of water surface, and will eas- 
ily accommodate 250 men simultan- 
eously. Only the pool at the United 
States Naval academy at Annapolis, 
Md, is as large as the 
Hawkeye 
tank. 
To maintain the water continually 


in a sterile condition, the purifying 
system forces the 500,000 gallons of 
water through filters twice every 
twenty-four hours. Powerful pumps 
send the water coursing through the 
sand filters, and in. the 
process, 


alum and chlorine are injected to 
free it of impurities Water samples 
are tested daily in the university's 
sanitation laboratory. 


The temperature of the pool is 
maintained constantly at 76 degrees 
considered most satisfactory 
for

Seats For Spectators. 


Spectators af the swimming meets 
are seated m bleachers on one side 
of the pool and in a balcony. If the 
demand for additional space be- 
comes great enough, it is possible to 
erect a second deck of stands, mak- 
ing the total seating capacity 3,500.

The University of Colorado, locat-

It 
varies from four to eight feet in 
depth. 
This pool has the regulation inter- 


collegiate dhing board, but no ar- 
rangement is made for to\\er dhins. 
The pool is in the gymnasium and 
was financed by the state, as in the 
case of all buildings on the univci- 
sity campus. 


Women's Pool In Missouri. 


Wcmen at the University of Mis- 


souri enjoy the only pool This was 
built in the women's 
gvmnasium. 


erected in 1923 nt a total cost ot 
$150,000. The moncv was appropn- 
ated by the state, and the pool 11 
maintained largely through student 
swimming fees. 


The Missouri pool Is finished in 


whfte tile, is 50 bv 18 feet m size. 
The water at the deep end is eight 
feet, and at the shallow end is three 
feet The walls of the pool room are 
likewise of white tile, and there is 
space about the edge of the 
pool 


for students to stand or to sit while 
receiving swimming instruction and 
watching examples of diving. 


Students of the Colorado Agricul- 


tural college at Fort Collins enjoy 
two swimming pocls, one in Ammons 
hall for the young women, and the 
other in the men's gymnasium. The 
women pool is 25 by 60 feet, and is 
tile lined. The men swim in a tanl: 
30 by 90 feet m size, which is lined 
with terraza. Both pools are steril- 
ized by the use of ultra-violet rajs. 


The college pools -nere financed by 


funds secured from a 10-year mill 
levy for buuildings at all of the in- 
stitutions of higher learning in 
Colorado. 
Iowa State college at Ames has 


a pool 60 by 30 feet in size, located 
on the ground floor at one end ot 
the gymnasium This was built as 
a. part of the gym. and the defin- 
ite cost has not been determined. 
The building was erected in 1912, 
by legislative appropnation. 
The 


pool and the pool room are tile 
lined, and the sterilization is by 
chlorinStion and filtration. ' 


SLOAN FAILS HONOR FREEMAN HOMESTEAD

WO public bills and four 


private bills were intro- 


duced by Representative 
Charles H. Sloan of Geneva 
during the seventy-first con- 
gress. The only one which 
became a law was a private 
bill. 


This bill permitted George 


P. Sterling, who was a mem- 
ber of the regular army, Bat- 
tery C, Second United States 
Light Artillery, to get a pen- 
sion as a Civil war veteran, 
despite a discharge without 
honor believed by congress 
not to have been justified. As 
a matter of fact, it was not 
actually Sloan's bill which 
was passed, an identical sen- 


ate measure having been 
enacted instead. 


Representative 
Sloan introduced 
a bill appropriating 85,000,000 for 
the stay of ravages of the corn 
borer and providing for its ulti- 
mate eradication. There was no 
action on this measure, but the gov- 
ernment is constantly 
spending 
money to prevent the spread of the 
corn borer and to eradicate the 
pest. 
He proposed in a bill to establish 
a national park on the Daniel Free- 
man homestead, in Gage county, 
this being the first homestead en- 
tered upon under the general home- 
stead act of 1862, by Daniel Free- 
man. There was no action on this 
bill. 


Sought Tax Refund. 


Representatn e Sloan introduced 
a bill to pay $55470 to Galen E. 
Lichty, stamp clerk of the Beatrice 
postoffice, to reimburse him for 
funds stolen from the Beatrice post- 
office, 
November 17, 1928, This 
bill passed the house but was not 
acted upon in the senate. It has 
the approval of the postoffice de- 
partment He also had a bill iden- 
tical with the Norns bill to allow 
the claim of the Fairmont Cream- 
ery Co of Omaha for income and 
profits taxes paid for 1918 in ex- 
cess of what they really owed. 
The Norris bill passed the senate 
and was reported favorably in the 
house, but its passage was"61ocked 
at the end of the session by Repre- 
scntathe William H. Stafford of 
Wisconsin, one of the "conscien- j 
tious objectors" of the house. Rep- 


resentative Sloan and Represent- 
ative Willis G. Sears of Omaha 
spoke for it and other similar bills 
for Nebraska companies, without 
avail. 
His ether private bill, on which 
there was no action, would have 
fiven an honorable discharge to 
Fred F. Koslowski, Company C, 
134th infantry, as of March 20, 1918. 
Spoke Frequently. 


Representative Sloan spoke fre- 


quently in- the house, often combin- 
ing humor and verse in his speeches. 
Speaking for the "lame duck," 
amendment, he insisted that if you 
use the term "lame duck," you had 
better "smile when you say that." 
He always defended the legislators 
who continue to legislate after they 
had been defeated or had retired 
for other reasons, and he was one 
himself, not only this year, when he 
was defeated, but in 1919, when he 
had voluntarily retired. 
In talking on the "lame duck" 
amendment, supporting the house 
proposal, he once said: 
"You have read m your record 
a statement from a member of that 
unmentionable parliamentary body 
which I do not designate as the cave 
of the winds over in another part of 
the district, and a record under the 
designation 'lame ducks' the names 
of respectable men and women, 
members of this house, imputing to 
them that, because they were not to 
be returned to congress, they were 
less solicitous for the republic, its 
interests and its people, than if they 
had been voted a return. I feel 
somewhat sorry to think of the in- 
dividual who made the record or

Not Averse to New BilL 
Again, when Representative John 
J. Cochran of Missouri asked if the 
house should not have amended the 
Norris "lame duck" amendment in- 
stead of proposing a different one 
known as the Gifford resolution, 
shelving the Norris resolution, Rep- 
resentative Sloan said: 
"I do not feel so because author- 
ship and other factors give weight 
or strength to a proposition and

without hobbles on it, so the iiouse 
would adopt it." 
Representative Cochran protested 
that authorship was having too 
much weight, and Representative 
Sloan said that the Noms proposal 
was not the proper one.

Criticized Norris Plan.

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WHAT IS LINCOLN LIKE? 


"There were never two cities alike, nor can there 


ever be." writes Freeman Tilden in World's Work. "I 
don't mean as to their physical, appearance, location 
architecture or design. I refer to that subtle thing 
we call individuality, at once hard to describe and 
easy to feel. And there is nothing extraordinary about 
this, of course, for a city is essentially a multiplied 
person and no two persons resemble each other in es- 


Which brings us down to the point of what is Lin- 


coln like? 


On the more superficial and self-apparent points 


of physical appearance the answer is not difficult. 
There is beauty in the valley of the Salt creek. It is 
a matter of historical record the 
members of 
the 


commission, which selected the site, camped on the 
high elevation to the southwest. And as they gazed 
down the valley into the haze of approaching dusk 
on that lazy summer evening of July 19, 1867, they 
must have been thrilled by the 
panorama which 


spread for miles before them. 


Not only In the good fortune of location but in 


planning and In building Lincoln has been graced 
with more than the usual attractiveness of a city. Her 
streets are straight and wide. Her business district 
boasts of impressive and rJeautiful buildings. Her 
residential sections are well-planned and well-built. 
Her churches, her parks and her schools represent 
large expenditures and aesthetic taste. In the ex- 
teriors Lincoln wins the interest and admiration of 
the casual visitor. 


• • • 


But the business districts, and the homes and the 


churches and the schools are not all that Lincoln rep- 
resents. It typifies the soul of a courageous and stur- 
dy people. We are interested in education in this 
state. We have one of the lowest percentages of illit- 
eracy of any state in the union. Even while we were 
struggling against heavy odds to subsist we began 
spending large sums for educational privileges and 
we have been doing it ever since. It has reflected 
itself In the capital city of Nebraska. It has left 
its deft mark upon the habits and thought of Lin- 
coln's citizens. It is rather a remarkable fact thai 
in all of Its existence no political gang has ever en- 
trenched itself sufficiently to control the affairs of the 
city. Its city hall has been free from scandal and 
corruption. It has installed one set of officials after 
another and yet it has nexer been confronted with the 
situation so frequently found in American municipali- 
ties of thousands wasted or stolen in fraudulent con- 
tracts, in covert padding of payrolls, or through any 
of the other devices employed to sink greedy fingers' 
into the public treasury. 


There must be a reason for that. There have al- 


elevated lines for an Indefinite period, for In such 
places, with their traffic Jains and 
very 
frequent 


stops, they are the only means of rapid transit. In 
the smaller places, however, they are being rapidly 
superseded by busses, and there is every reason to be- 
icve that the change wirl continue. This Is because 
the bus is much more economical and far more 
mobile. 


The first street railway was constructed In New 


York In 1832, ninety-nine years ago. The cars were 
drawn by horses, and these animals were the only 
means of locomotion used anywhere in the country 
until 1873, when the cable car was 'invented and first 
introduced in San Francisco. Such cars soon came 
to use in the larger cities in all parts of the country. 
They were Introduced in Chicago in 1881 and in New 
York and Philadelphia in 1834. Omaha and Kansas 
City also had them, but they were almost entirely 
discarded after the invention of the trolley car. 


The latter was patented by C. J. Van de Poele on 


January 18, 1892, and is now almost the only type of 
street car in use. But it is being rapidly displaced 
by the motor bus. which requires no heavy invest- 
ment in track and which can be moved much more 
cheaply per car mile. For these reasons the trolley 
car appears to be doomed, except for use in greatly 
congested districts, where nothing can replace it.

It can be said in full truth that the dominating 


. characteristic of Lincoln and Nebraska Is an inde- 
pendency of spirit. No state in the union has veered 
from one political party to the other in the election 
of governors to the extent that Nebraska has. Be- 
fore the commission plan of government eliminated 
partisanship In municipal affairs, the capital city 
revealed the same independent attitude in its public 
nffairs.

We say we want Lincoln to grow into a great city, 


and that unquestionably Is the fervent hope of most 
of us. We want to add thousands and thousands of 
people to our population. Instead of 85,000. we hope 
someday there will be double or treble that number 
living here. We want to see our retail establishments 
expand and our jobbing institutions grow. We want 
to see flourishing industries locate here, providing 
employment for thousands of men at the heads of 
families. We want the physical area of the city 
to increase, the skyline to take oa a new form. "We 
want the noise of the streets, augmented by the ac- 
tivities of additional thousands, to increase in volume,

A NEEDED REFORM IN NEBRASKA. 


The prolonged" and bitter struggle in the Nebraska 


legislature over the general appropriations' bill sug- 
gests the time is ripe for a study of the causes and 
conditions which produced the mess. 


Back of it all is something i»ore than a governor 


of one political party, with definite, fixed ideas, and 
a legislature of the opposite political faith. The fact 
is the appropriations' bill, involving the expenditure of 
millions of dollars, is the biggest, single job which 
the lawmakers have on their hands and it is always 
left to the last. 


It comes to the front when nerves are frayed, pa- 


tience exhausted, and bitter animosities have arisen 
between various groups because of votes upon other 
pending legislation. That explains in part the wide 


ciice of opinion which developed between the 


senate on the one side and the house on the other. 
There always has been and probably always will be 
a natural hostility between the two branches of the 
legislature. The house with its larger membership 
considers itself as a check upon the senate, while the 
latter, numerically only a third as large, likewise views 
its labors in the light of correcting the mistakes and 
avoiding the follies of the lower branch. 


That is not all. From the(beginning the appropria- 


tions' bill has been good trading material. 
Whether 


logrolling1 played a lesser or larger role in the session 
which h.K.s dragged out interminably while the house 
and the senate fought over appropriations is not oJ 
great Importance. The fact is the appropriations 
measure has been used as a whip for other legislation 
In every legislative session. 


There is no good reason why the bill should be 


left to the last. The excuse for it is that the legis- 
lative finance committees cannot finish their work 
of investigation until the session has dragged along 
well into its closing days. The excuse is more one of 
convenience and desire, however, than of necessity. 
There is no real reason why the preliminary 
draft 


could not be completed within ten days to two weeks 
at the outside. 


It is time, apparently, that legislative 
procedure 


shall be fixed by constitutional amendment. Instead 
of waiting until the final fortnight of the session, it 
should be provided that appropriations shall be the 
first business transacted. With those- troublesome and 
irritating questions out of the way, the path could be 
smoothed for whatever other problems are to come 
before the legislature.

An Atheist Cannot Be Barred. 


(Arkansas Gazette.) 


The court of appeals of Alabama 


reversed a lower court's verdict be- 
cause the dying statement of a pro- 
fessed atheist had been admitted 
as testimony at the trial. This,de- 
cision led to the simultaneous in- 
troduction in the state senate and 
house of bills to validate the testi- 
mony of such witnesses. 
Without 


using the word "atheist," both the 
measures explicitly provide that 
there shall be no exclusion of any 
witness or his testimony, or of any 
dying declaration of any deceased 
person on the ground of disbelief 
in future reward or 
punishment 


after death, or of religious belief or 
disbelief of any nature. 
The author of one of these bills 
said in comment that in his opinion 
the validity of testimony, so far as 
the witness's religion is concerned 
should be determined entirely by the 
jury. He also expressed a 
doubt 
whether religious scruples necessar- 
ily determine 
the verity of testi- 


mony. 
The 
constitution 
of Arkansas 


makes a person "who denies the be- 
ing of God" incompetent to testify 
as a witness in any Arkansas court 
and further fcrbids any such person 
to hold any office in the -civil de- 
partments of the government. 
It is obvious that the disability 


to bear witness in court which the 
constitutions or statutes of many 
states impose on professed atheists 
may under certain conditions be in 
destructive conflict with public pol- 
icy. It might easily happen that a 
professed atheist would be the only 
available witness to prove guilt in 
a murder case. The testimony of a 
professed ' atb«ist might constitute 
the proof in a case involving prop- 
erty "rights. If

evidence is 
blocked from admission, how is jus- 
tice to be done?

Tlicv mav con- 
tain some books you have already 
read, but ihe rest classified with 
these should receive your attention. 


You do wisely to p!>y strict at- 


tention to the kind of literature 
your children read. Earlv impres- 
sions are ro tenacious that a man 
of seventy can often better recall 
a book he road nt nine years of ago 
than one he read last month. Your 
policy, as I ondcistand it. is to Im- 
plant sohnd ideas. Therefore -avoid 
all tsoiie.5 that are mawkish in 
sentiment, or the preiuhy ones in 
whirh the moral clement iomes first 
and the story last.

io sets and accessories ar» being 
made daily here. 
The London patent pool prohibits 


the importation of radio sets made 
abroad and also excludes, to a large 
extent, the use of foreign parts in 
assembling: sets. 
It is understood that the Majes- 


tic Radio company is having dilii- 
culty at the present time with the 
London patent pool. Majestic has in 
the past assembled a few sets, but 
would like to import radios made in 
America on a large scale. No license 
permitting this practice has been se- 
cured. Majestic, it is said, desires to 
avoid the $1.20 tax on each -valve 
holder assessed to license holders by 
the London patent pool. 


Few Sets Imported.

As long as small numbers of sets 


are imported little is said. Probably 
200 sets, mostly American, enter the 
country annually through this med- 
ium.When home producers complain 
about foreign sets arriving, the pool 
notifies 
offending importers that 
such practices must stop because 
sets made abroad conflict with the 
basic patents held by members of 
the pool and licenses lor the im- 
portation of sets are not issued.

All-electric machines within the 


price of a large buying public are 
yet to be made. Tone control ap- 
p_aratus is uncommon. 
Wave lengths in American

British radios differ and for this 
reason some dealers do not want to 
handle American sets. British rad- 
ios have a dual wave length, while

States 


have only one wave length. For this 
reason it is jrnpossible to get Dav- 
entry and one station in Paris and 
one station in Berlin on an Ameri- 
can radio used in Great Britain. All 
other stations, -however, can be 
tuned in on an American set.

HEN the last strains of "The 
Perfect Song," theme song of

Usually this is due to 
the fact tbat the audio amplifier is 
virtually open circuited while the 
detector tube is still cold and until 
the latter has the chance to warm 
up the audio amplifier is apt to be 
unstable. If not unstable, the ampli- 
fier will generally hum very notice- 
ably until the detector tube becomes 
warm. 


Operating Set Without Lightning 


Arrester. 


Lightning arresters are used pri- 


marily to prevent any great accumu- 
lation cf charge in the arenal wire 
and thus to prevent a slight 
fire 


hazard. The modern set normally 
grounds the antenna through a low 
resistance and as long, as it is con- 
nected to the grounded set, there 
is no possibility for any accumula- 
tion of charge and consequently lit- 
tle or no fire hazard. As far as it it 
known there have been no more one 
or two cases where fire has started 
as a result of antenna discharge. 
Of course, direct hit by lightning is 
a different matter. A lightning ar- 
rester in this case is not a protec- 
tion in the sense that it avoids 
danger. 


Blue Glow la PvCclifier Tube. 
The presence of gas in the tube 


even in very small quantities, causes 
a bluish glow.
